Bussian activities to the south fol-

been principally in the Dukla

Bypell region. At Bartfa they are 
heavily entrenched and engaged

So important are 


activities here that the czar and the 
Graiik Duke Nicholas will arrive there 
as soon as railroad transportation is 
possible. 


Since Przemysl has become a Rus- 


sian possession its name has

Berlin Reports Ruse Repulse

dry place. 


5. Market ejgi as soon after they 


are laid as possible, at least once 
weekly during the winter and twice 
or three times weekly 
during

spring and summer.

Had a Deadly Effect 


The Germans had another trick that 


reminded rue of the American game of 
football. 
Now and then a few 
of 


them woujd clamber out of the trench- 
es, under a terrific fire, to cut the barb 
wire entanglements. They wore armor 
over their bodies and heads. 


They were 'gruesome looking 
ob- 


jects, but they reminded me, however, 
for all the .world, of football players. 
We never killed any of these armored 
men( hut we usually dropped them 
by hitting them in the legs. It seemed 
that their shin guards were not as 
protective as the rest of their odd 
suits. 


Another new invention, used by the 


Cerr.ians, was a swivel, fixed in ce- 
ment, on which the Germans swung 
their rifles. Each man would fix his 
aim at a certain very small sector oi 
our trenches, and, when he was ;.p- 
dered to shoot, he could reach, upfa.nd 
pull the trigger without raising *his 
head. 
It was merely artillery prac- 


tice applied to rifles and it had a dead- 
ly effect. 


The white night lights which were 


shot into the air and then hovered 
over the trenches, suspended 
from 


small parachutes were introduced by 
the Germans, but it wasn't long he- 
fore we had them, too. 


French Artillery Superior 


It was in the artillery line that the 


French developed the new ideas. The 
German gun kicks with each dis- 
charge. 
It rears back on its wheels, 


slews around, and must usually he re- 
aimed. 
But the wonderful 
French 


gun, 
known as the Kolxante Quniv.r 


fires twenty 2.9-mch shells a minute. 
The recoil is caught in cylinders tilled 
with glycerine. The gun loads itself 
automatically and it never lo:;es its 
aim.

H a man moved care- 
fully along on his 
stomach, 
the 


chances of his being seen were very 
small. 


Smoked Them Out 


. I was detailed with two other men 
to burn a ttraw stack in which the 
Germans had hidden machine guns. 
We spent the day in making "beet: 
coats" and at 9 o'clock in. the evening 
we donned them and started out, on 
our hundred-yard crawl to the beet 
field. We got to the stack, fixed the 
fire, lit the fuse with a match held 
under a coat, crawled back 
to the 


trench, and five minutes later 
the 


stack was ablaze. 


.The stack had been hollowed out 


and the Germans had placed four ma- 
chine guns in. it. We saw the wrecks 
of these guns the next day and Jator 
my two comrades and. myself were 
''mentioned in dispatches" for tirinp- 
the stack. 
Without our "beet, coats." 


invented by the Germans, we would 
not have succeeded, for several tinier

Preparing 


Frontier 


Geneva, March 25.—Austrian mili- 


tary engineers have Mown up with

Had a Deadly Effect 


The Germans had another trick that 


reminded rue of the American game of 
football. 
Now and then a few 
of 


them woujd clamber out of the trench- 
es, under a terrific fire, to cut the barb 
wire entanglements. They wore armor 
over their bodies and heads. 


They were 'gruesome looking 
ob- 


jects, but they reminded me, however, 
for all the .world, of football players. 
We never killed any of these armored 
men( hut we usually dropped them 
by hitting them in the legs. It seemed 
that their shin guards were not as 
protective as the rest of their odd 
suits. 


Another new invention, used by the 


Cerr.ians, was a swivel, fixed in ce- 
ment, on which the Germans swung 
their rifles. Each man would fix his 
aim at a certain very small sector oi 
our trenches, and, when he was ;.p- 
dered to shoot, he could reach, upfa.nd 
pull the trigger without raising *his 
head. 
It was merely artillery prac- 


tice applied to rifles and it had a dead- 
ly effect. 


The white night lights which were 


shot into the air and then hovered 
over the trenches, suspended 
from 


small parachutes were introduced by 
the Germans, but it wasn't long he- 
fore we had them, too. 


French Artillery Superior 


It was in the artillery line that the 


French developed the new ideas. The 
German gun kicks with each dis- 
charge. 
It rears back on its wheels, 


slews around, and must usually he re- 
aimed. 
But the wonderful 
French 


gun, 
known as the Kolxante Quniv.r 


fires twenty 2.9-mch shells a minute. 
The recoil is caught in cylinders tilled 
with glycerine. The gun loads itself 
automatically and it never lo:;es its 
aim. 
And, on our part of the line, 


all the new invention which the Ger- 
mans developed, could not ovrrconip 
the great advantage which the Frrririi

us and the fields in which our trrwhcs 
were dug was sug:>r btvt farm !::;id 
and the landscape was a vista of beet 
leaves. 


One day we saw a mound of these 


.leaves heaving in a peculiar fashion. 
"It's only a mole digging." said our 
lieutenant. 


But .suddenly tlio whole pile moved 


and hunched forward. 
We ln-gun to 


shoot, and to our amazrmom the beet 
leaves rose on two strong German loirs 
and dashed back to the trcnche;;, \V« 
laughed uproariously. 
The Gon.;an 


reminded us Americans of .M'lii'.u'om- 
ery or Stone in their queer di:-|;uisos. 


We found out later that the Ger- 


mans would take a 
gunnysack. cut 


head and arm holes in it, pin beet 
leaves to the sack and then wear the 
sack like a coal. H a man moved care- 
fully along on his 
stomach, 
the 


chances of his being seen were very 
small. 


Smoked Them Out 


. I was detailed with two other men 
to burn a ttraw stack in which the 
Germans had hidden machine guns. 
We spent the day in making "beet: 
coats" and at 9 o'clock in. the evening 
we donned them and started out, on 
our hundred-yard crawl to the beet 
field. We got to the stack, fixed the 
fire, lit the fuse with a match held 
under a coat, crawled back 
to the 


trench, and five minutes later 
the 


stack was ablaze. 


.The stack had been hollowed out 


and the Germans had placed four ma- 
chine guns in. it. We saw the wrecks 
of these guns the next day and Jator 
my two comrades and. myself were 
''mentioned in dispatches" for tirinp- 
the stack. 
Without our "beet, coats." 


invented by the Germans, we would 
not have succeeded, for several tinier 
the white lights filled the air while wo 
stretched ourselves or. our 
stomachs 


among the beet?. 
"Beating it with 


beets," was the name we gave to this 
stunt of wearing "beet coals."
